MOTORCYCLE IS HOME-MADE 


Frame of Machine Shown in Illustra­ 
tion Is Made From Gas Pipe and 
Pipe Fittings. 


The frame of this motorcycle Is 
double throughout and made from 
three-quarter and one inch gas pipe’ 
and pipe fittings. A piece of round 
Iron was inserted in the pipes at 
each bend to make sure of a rigid 
frame. 
No threads were cut on the 
pipe and the tees used for the cross 
ties were reamed out, slipped over 
the pipes and fastened with a pin, 
writes J. o. Turner in Popular Me­ 
chanics. 
The construction of the forks make 
them very strong and springs were 
attached as shown. The wheels and 
engine were taken from an old and

very light runabout. 
The belt wheel 
attached to the rear wheel is made 
from band iron and attached with 
lugs to the rim. 
This belt wheel is 
peened with a hamme** in the center 
to make the crown. 
A double-ply 
tw’o-inch flat leather belt is used to 
drive the machine. The rear wheel is 
fitted with a hatchet sprocket, so the 
engine may be started by peddling. 
The complete motorcycle weighs 310 
pounds, has a 70-inch wheel base. 26- 
inch wheels and a four-horsepower 
engine.

Munj Patents for Edison. 
In a recent number of the Electri­ 
cal World, there is an article on the 
patents of Thomas Edison. His first 
patent was secured in June, 1869, on 
an electrographic vote recorder. Since 
then 905 patents have been issued to 
him, 713 of which pertain to electrical 
aparatus. His greatest activity was in 
the vears ISSI and 1882, when he was 
concerned with the development of 
the incandescent lamp 
and 
power 
machinery, in 1882 he was granted 
i •> p a t'Hts, and the year before he se­ 
cured 69 patents. From 1890 to 1892 
there was another period of activity, 
as shown by the number of his pat­ 
ents, which was 6 0 , 32, and 6 5 , re­ 
spectively,. these being devoted main­ 
ly to the phonograph and to electric 
light and poweT machinery. Consider­ 
ing a 1! the patents that are probably 


pending patents that w’ere withdrawn 
and patents not yet filed but in the 
course of preparation, it is estimated 
that the number of Edison’s inven­ 
tions is close to 2,000.— Scientific Am­ 
erican.

Escape In Falls From High Places. 


On the ground th a t falls from great 
height, not necessarily fatal, are be­ 
com ing so frequent in these days of 
aeroplaning, the Lancet, one of the 
forem ost British medical perodicals, 
refers in the cu rren t issue to a num ­ 
ber of rem arkable falls which have 
been recorded. One of the cases cited 
has to do with a man who recently 
fell from the top of a Dover cliff, four 
hundred feet high. He was picked up 
insensible in about five feet of water, 
but his boots were off, and it is arg u ­ 
ed th a t he m ust have retained suffi­ 
cient consciousness after striking the 
w ater to have pulled them off his 
feet.

Lighthouse on the Irish coast, got to 
s perpendicular part, and being unable 
to get another hold could neither get 
up nor down, and was practically sus­ 
pended by his fingers some seventy 
feet above the sea. Egan's companion, 
seeing his position, at the risk of his 
own neck scrambled down the face of 
the cliff, and gave the alarm. 
Coast­ 
guards promptly arrived on the scene, 
and one was lowered by a rope to the 
edge of the cliff, but owing to its over­ 
hanging nature he was unable to get 
a glimpse of the man. 
The roaring of 
the waves made it impossible to get 
an answer to repeated 
shouts. 
One 
man managed to get on to a project­ 
ing bank, and was Just In time to 
Egan sliding and slipping down 
the 
side of the rocks. 
Hanging for close 
on an hour, he was unable to hold any 
longer, and lost his grip, but by ex­ 
traordinary good fortune he struck on 
a small ledge some feet below, and 
thence to the bottom the descent was 
less 
precipitous. 
Beyond 
a 
few 
scratches and exhaustion, and a severs 
•hock, Egan escaped Injury.
